„In spite of some uncertainties as 5 the 
crops of certain countries, there is no doubt 
that the wheat production in 1898 was the 
greatest on record. Taking Europe first into 
consideration, it is found that all countries 
contributing materially to the supply, ex- 
cept Roumania, Servia, and Turkey, pro- 
duced comparatively large crops, nearly all 


recent years. 

“ Beginning with Great Britain, the offi- 
cial estimate is 73,028,856 bushels, the great- 
est quantity produced since 1885, when the 
wheat area was considerably larger. The 
yield per acre is put at thigty-four and three- 
quarter bushels, or five and one-half bushels 
more than the average for the ten preceding 
years, and is the greatest yield recorded 
since the official reckonings were first made, 
fifteen years ago. 

„With the small contribution of Ireland, 
the Isle of Man, and the Channel Islands, the 
total for the United Kingdom will come out 
at about 75,000,000 bushels. 

„% France, according to her Minister of 
Agriculture, has a crop of 360,000,000 bush- 
ele, the greatest produced in any year ex- 
cept in 1874, when about 600,000 bushels more 
were grown. 

For the whole of the Russian Empire the 
production, un the basis of estimate of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, for all but a few 
provinces will be about 456,000,000 bushels, 
the greatest crop ever grown in that vast 
country. It is possible, however, that the 
early official estimate may prove an exagger- 
ation. — 

“For Austria-Hungary the estimate. 16 
164,000,000 bushels, a quantity often exceed - 
ed, though much greater than that of 1897. 
Germanys crop of 110,000,000 bushels is 
considerably above the average, while the 
Italian production of 113,000,000 bushels is 
fair, but not a great crop for that country. 
Spain and Portugal come out well with 100,- 
000,000 bushels. 

* Roumania stands next in importance, 
though her crop of 56,000,000 bushels is much 
smaller than her product in 1896 or 1896. 
Bulgaria is credited with 85,000,000 bushels, - 
Servia with 11,500,000, and Turkey in Eu- 
rope with 22,000,000.

Whether the deficiency of winter wheat 
will be made good in continental countries 
by spring sowing will depend upon prices. 
In the United Kingdom, however, no spring 
wheat worth mentioning is ever sown, and 
reports clearly indicate that the area of win- 
ter wheat is smaller than it was in 1898. 

In the United States, on the other hand, 
a large increase of winter wheat is reported 
to have been sown.. 

“According to some accounts, Argentina 
farmers are sick of their bad fortune in 
Frowing wheat for the third year in suc- 
cession, and, as the fall in gold premium 
is against them, this season is likely to be 
the worst financially that they have ex- 
perienced for a long time. Probably, there- 
| fore, they will not be disposed to extend

New York, Jan. 1.—[Special. 14 striking 
innovation in the treatment of employés by 
employers is to be unfolded to the employés 
of the Siegel-Cooper company absembled at 
the big store, Sixth avenue and Eighteenth, 
tomorrow morning. 

An announcement will be made that Mr. 
Henry Siegel, President of the company, has 
set apart an endowment fund of $200,000 for 
the purpose of pensioning for life such em- 
ployes of the concern as have served ten 
years or more and have proven themselves 
worthy. 

This endowment fund is protected by a 
life insurance policy of 000 which Mr. 
Siegel has taken out. The amount is pay- 
able at the death of Mr. Siegel or at the ma- 
turity of the policy, Jan. 1, 1919. 

All male and female employés after hav- 
ing served ten years are entitled to pensions 
if permanently disabled and incapacitated 
from earning a living. | 

Except in cases of permanent disability, 
pensions are not to be awarded until male 
employés have reached the age of 55 and 
female employés the age of 48 years. If 
when the age limit is reached any male or. 
female employé shall have served twenty or 
more years he or she is to be awarded a pen- 
sion, although in good health and possessed 
of earning powers. 

All pensions are to cease on the death ot 
the persons us pensioned.

Berlin, Jan. 1.—Nearly all the prominen’ 
Berlin dailies, more especially the Tageblatt, 
the Vorwaerts, and the Lokal Anseiger, ex: 
pect the resignation of.Chancellor van Ho- 
henlohe this week immediately after his re- 
turn to Berlin. 

The Kaiser, it is authoritatively stated, 
will not permit the Chancellor to interfere 
with the system of expulsions inaugurated 
in Prussia by Baron von Koeller, the reac- 
tionary former Minister of the Interior, now 
Governor of Schleswig-Holstein. 

In the expulsion of foreigners from Prus- 
Sian territory who refused to become citi- 
zens Dr. Miquel, the Vice President of the 
Council of Ministers, and Prissian Minister 
of Finance, has been acting under the spe- 
clal approval of the Kaiser. 

These proceedings have so clashed with 
the views of the Chancellor that he has 
felt compelled to address a letter of protest 
to the Kaiser on the subject.

Is an Epoch- Making Function. 
Spain’s Sovereignty of Four Centuries 
Passes as the Flag of Arragon and Cas- 
tile, First Raised on Cuban Soil by 
Columbus, Is Displaced by Old. Giory.

Havana, Jan. 1—The sovereignty of Cuba 
passed from Spain to the United States at 
noon today. 

The form of the transfer was ‘simple, con- 
sisting only of an exchange of speeches in 
the salon of the palace, the hauling down of 
the Spanish flag, and the raising of the flag 
of the United States on the flagstaff ou the 
palace roof. Salutes were fired from the 
heavy. guns of the forts and the warships 
before and after the change of flags.

British Vice Consul Jerome introduced him 
to General Mayri Rodriguez. Shaking both 
the hands of the Cuban officer, in the usua! 
Spanish fashion, General Castellanos said: 

“We have been enemies, but I respect 
you for your correct attitudes and opinions. 
I have pleasure in shaking your hand.” 

General Rodriguez replied: I thank you, 
General. I feel sorrow for the Spanish 
army, which has defended the banner it was 
sworn to defend. I also nave pleasure im 
shaking your hands.” 

Captain General Castellanos then took his 
position near Major General Brooke. The 
buzz of conversation on the American side 
of the chamber contrasted with the silence | 
on the Spanish side. There was a marked | 
difference, too, between Americans and 
Spaniards—the former tall, heavy, and wear- 
ing much gold cord; the latter small and 
slight, in blue striped cambric uniforms. 
The Spaniards were depressed; the Ameri-

Spain Gives Up Sovereignty. 
Addressing himself to Major General 
Wade, President of the United States Mili- 
tary commission, though he seemed to look 

at the floor, General Castellanos said: 
Gentlemen: In compliance with the treaty 
of Paris, the agreement of the Military 
Commissioners of the island, and the orders 
of my King, at.this moment of noon, Jan. 1, 
1899, there ceases in Cuba Spanish sover- 
eignty and-begins that of the United States. 
In consequence, I declare you in com- 
mand of the island, with the object that vou 


been established between our respective gév- 
ernments, I promise you to give all due re- 
spect to the United States government, and 
I hope that the good relations already exist- 
ing between our armies will continue until 
the termination of the evacuation of those 
under my orders in this territory.“ 

After Captain Hart translated the address 


this great trust in behalf of the govern- 
‘ment and President of the United States, 
and (addressing Captain General Castel- 
lanos), I wish you and the gallant gentlemen 
with you a pleagant return to your native 
land. May prosperity attend you and all 
who are with you.” | 

Generals Brooke and Castellanos then 
shook hands, after which General Castel- 
lanos and staff retired from the throneroom, 
shaking hands with Mr. Jerome, who stood 
near the door of exit, As they retired there 
was a movement toward General Brooke, 
| Brigadier General Clous shaking him by 
the hand and saying. Success to vou.“ 
Generals Brooke and Chaffee, with others, 
then stepped upon the balcony and looked 
down upon the plaza. A big American 
flag flying over the arsenal was in full view, 
and farther away the Stars and Stripes 
could be seen over Cabanas Fortress, Mean- 
while the officials of Spain were saying 
farewell to their nation’s seat of power in 
the new world. 

: Castellanos in Tears. 

Turning to his officers, General Castellanos 
said, with tears in his eyes: 

Gentlemen, I have been in more battles 
than I ‘have hairs on my head, and my self- 
possession has never failed me until today. 
Adieu, gentlemen, adieu.“ | 

Then, with arms upraised, he moved swift- 
ly toward the stairway, escorted by General 
Chaffee and followed by his staff. As he 
crossed the plaza the American women who 
were standing in the balcony of the bar- 
racks waved their handkerchiefs and Gen- 
eral Castellanos responded by bowing a“ 
kissing his hand toward them. 

At the corner of the plaza, with tears in nis 
eyes, he turned to take a final look at the 
palace. He could see the American Generals 
on the balcony. 

Without a word he turned sharply in the 
direction of the wharf. History had re- 
versed the last sigh of the Moor.“ At the 
dock Generals Clous and Chaffee bade him 
farewell, and the retiring Captain General 
put off for the Spanish transport Rabat, on 
which he will proceed to Matanzas. He will 
be accompanied by a battalion of the Thirty- 
eighth Infantry.

It is a great trust and I A ex- 
pect most extraordinary assistance from 
vou.“ 

General Lacret, who acted as spokesman 
for the Cuban officers, assured the United 
States Military Governor that everything 
in the power of the Cuban military officials 
would be done to help the Americans re- 
store Cuba to a condition of peacé and pros- 
perity. This speech was translated by Cap- 
tain Iage of Virginia. 

It was scarcely half-past 12 o’clock when 
General Brooke and his staff left the paiace 
for the Hotel Inglaterra. Commodore 
Crowell and Captains Sigsbee, Berry, 
Cowles, and Foss of the United States 
squadron arrived a few minutes after, too 
late to pay their respects. The only woman 
who witnessed the scene in the salon was 
Mrs. John Adams Fair of Boston, who was 
ushered into the palace by mistake. When. 
she was about to retire, Colonel Gelpi, the 
Captain General’s chief of staff, begged, 
her to remain. All the other women were 
assigned places in the balcony of the bar- 
racks overlooking the plaza. 

Parade of American 
The parade of the United States troops 


| showed the feeling of the Cuban element of 


the population. The march was from El 
Vedado, along the Achia del Norte, the 
Prado, and Central Park to Cerro and Que- 
mados. About every fourth house displayed 
some decoration, a palm branch, a bit of red, 
white, and blue bunting, or a flag. Nota 
dozen flags were to be seen in the stately 
Prade. 

In the Achia del Norte the troops passed 
under the skeletons of triumphal arches, 
left unfinished when it was decided to post- 
pone the demonstration. The roofs, the 
streets, the parks, and the wayside in the 
suburban districts were crowded with curi- 
ous, but for the most part silent, spectators, 

Now and again there was a cry, “ Viva, 
Los Americanos!” followed by a burst of 
cheering, but there was no general expres- 
sion of public rejoicing, though Major Gen- 
eral Lee, who rode at the head of the col- 
umn on a gray charger, received a personal 
ovation along nearly the entire route.

The docks 
were crowded: with sightseers, many of 
whom wished to enter Morro Castle and 
Cabanas Fortress, dut they were refused 
admission.

Then, on a signal from the 
Brooklyn, the sailors under Gunner Apple- 
gate fired twenty-one guns at Cabanas, after 
which Lieutenant Lee, who was in full dress, 
hoisted the Stars and Stripes, the Spaniards 
firing twenty-one guns in salute, and Liéu- 
tenant Colonel Cavestany handing the keys 


tents to the American officer. | 

At Morro Castle Lieutenant Wade, son of 
General Wade, raised the Stars and Stripes, 
and Quartermaster Sergeant Mersoig 
hauled down the Spanish flag amid cheers. 
Lieutenant Colonel B of the Ordnance 
department, who gave receipt, under the 
evacuation agreement, for the contents of 
the fort to Lieutenant Sanche, the Spanish 
Governor, then turning over the fortifica- 
tions to Major Russell Harrison of General 
Lee’s staff, who in turn made a formal de- 
livery to Lieutenant Patterson, First North 
Carolina Infantry, — has a garrison force 
of ten men. 

Then the 1 were escorted out of 
the castle by American troops under Major 
Harrison and given a cordial farewell on 
leaving for the transport.

About 
noon a Cuban produced a spectacular effect 
by letting loose a big Cuban flag from a kite 
string high over Morro Castle, where it 
flew all the afternoon.

Tragie Incidents. 


The novelist who-writes the last days of a 
fallen dynasty in Havana will have all this 
detail to work in, but he will have more. He 
will have tragedy as sternly and strongly 
drawn as are the contrasts of the two sorts 
of civilization, and the scenes that to an 
American are filled with the most subtle 
humor. There are scenes nightly in Havana 
that are as dramatic as those of the French 
revolution. Motley crowds, men and wom- 
en, black and white, parade the streets, sing- 
ing and shouting. The words, Cuba libre,”’ 


are sung over and over again in a hoarse | 


chant, accompanied by the clapping of hands 
and a rhythmic dancing motion of the feet. 
These demonstrations are only permitted in 
the parts of the city evacuated by the Span- 
lards, but the paraders march up to the di- 


' viding line between Cuban soil and that 


which is still Spanish and parade past the 
soldiers of Spain drawn up in solid array, 
with fixed bayonets, and continue their 
chanting and shouting. A big negro with a 
Cuban flag about his shoulders led one parade 


last night. Here is the scene: He waves a 


stick of wood as a baton, and wears a liberty 
cap on his head. Every few feet he whirls 
about and shouts, ** Cuba libre!“ 

“ Viva, viva!“ responds the crowd. 

The leader waves his stick of cordwood 
and shrieks: ‘‘ Viva los Estados Unidos!“ 

The paraders join hands and dance around 
shouting, ** Viva, viva!“ 

“Viva bravo Americano!” 

** Viva, viva!“ 

** Viva Maximo Gomes!“ 3 

Viva, viva!“ 

“ Viva la bandera Cubana!’ 

Viva, viva!“ ; 

Then the leader shouts for the Cuban she. 
for the American flag, for the departure of 
the Spanish soldiers, for the confusion of 
Weyler, and for half a hundred other things 
that in the noise and confusion cannot be 
understood. But for everythinig the crowd 
responds with yells and shrieks of “ Viva, 
viva, viva!“ 

Sometimes a clash ensues between ‘the 
paraders and the soldiers, and shots fly thick 
and fast, and when the smoke has died away 
there is blood on the pavement, and probably 
dead or dying... 

The soldiers seem to be utterly regardless 
of where they shoot. In the affray at the 
Inglaterra, where three people were killed, 
and the one near the Hotel Roma, on Chriet- 
mas eve, where one Cuban was killed and 
several wounded, the soldiers did not even 
raise their rifies to their shoulders. A com- 
pany running to the scene from the Pardo 
were firing when more than a block away 
from the place where the fight was on. They 


did not take the trouble to raise their rifles. 
to their shoulder, but, holding their guns 
before them, banged away as fast as they 


could pump cartridges into the magazines 
of their rifies. Sometimes the encounters 
are like the ones that took place on Sunday 
night, when the soldiers and a party of Cu- 
bans, who were singing and shouting, 
clashed, and the Cubans made an attack 
‘with machetes, and three or four men were 
hacked and cut. These things do not get 
into the papers at the time they happen, for 


‘the Spanish censor still sits in the palate 


with a guard of soldiers about him; and 
whatever reflects on the Spanish soldiers is 
carefully peeled away. In these encounters 
there are the vivid contrasts that there are 
in everything eise here. A crowd of people 


laughing and singing by some trivial inci-° 


dent are turned into a mob. The little, 
good-natured looking boy soldier loafing in 


the colonnades, of the building, puffing a 


cigaret, is suddenly transformed into a be- 
ing whose one thought is destruction. 
There are quietness and peace in the air, 
and over all the white light of a tropical 
moonlight night, and only a song or the 
laughter of people walking along the still 
streets are heard on the night air, when 
suddenly there is heard the crack of a re- 


volver, and then the rattle of Mausers and 


the smashing of glass by the bullets. The 
novelist who writes of these times should 
not forget that there are things that really 


‘happen that are stranger than fiction. . 


There could be no more vivid picture than 
‘that of the America ho at midnight on

“Peace on earth, good will to men,“ and 
that it was the anniversary of che night 
when the star of Bethlehem shone in the 
jheavens and guided the shepherds at night 
to where the Christ child lay.

A Mausér 
does not harmonize well, anyhow, with a 
song of peace on earth.“ The Americans 
paused, and some of the men ran out of 
the house and across to a group of low 
buildings opposite from the Hotel Roma. 
The soldiers were on the roofs of the houses 
and were lowering the body of a negro, who 
seemed to be bleeding from a half dozen 
wounds and whose face was slashed with 
bayonets. One of the soldiers was being 
carried away by his comrades with a ball 
through the shoulder. Then the cathedral 
bells rang and it was Christmas day.

Specific Allegations Against the Rev. 
J. E. Cathell Embraced in a Circular 
Letter from a Philadelphia Rector Is 


Churchmen of Iowa and to the Bishops and 
Standing Committees of the American 
Church,” the vestry and wardens. of Grace 
Church in Cedar Rapids, Ia., of which the 
Rev. Dr. Thomas E..Green is rector, charge 
that conspiracy and deceit were resorted to 
by the Rev. J. Everist Cathell of Des Moines 
and others in ‘their efforts to defeat Dr. 
Green’s election as Bishop of Iowa: 4 

It is stated that Dr. Cathell was overheard 
to say to the Rev. Hamilton Schuyler, While 
the body of Bishop Perry remained yet un- 
buried: We will get rid of him. I will 
make him administrator of this diocese, and 
he will furnish the rope himself with which 
we'll hang him,“ and that within three hours 
thereafter, in a meeting of the Standing 
committee, Mr. Cathell moved that Dr. 
Green be requested to undertake the admin- 
istration of the vacant diocese. 

From a letter written by a Philadelphia 
rector the following is quoted: : 

I am asked to allow my name to be used as a 
candidate for Bishop of Iowa, with the under- 
standing (distinctly stated) that Dr. Green is to 
be unfrocked by the néw Bishop immediately. I

| LEGAL EQUALITY OF WIVES. 


Maryland’s New Law Giving Married 
Women Control of Their Property 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 1.—[ Special. I—Mary- 
land’s married women are invested with ad- 
ditional rights under a new law, which went 
into effect today. While it places a wife 
more upon an equality with her husband, it 
imposes upon her greater responsibilities. 
She is given absolute control over the dis- 
position of her own property. 

In the case of a married woman who is 
under 18 years of age, however, the husband 
has to approve of the deed to make it valid, 
A wife has the power to convey property by 
deed to her husband, and she is also given 
power to make contracts.

To be at peace with the government and 
in harmony with their fellow-citizens who 
are not oftheir faith, and to share in the con- 
fidence of the government and people, our 
people have voluntarily put aside some- 
Ahing which all their Hves they have be- 
lieved to be a sacred principle. | 

According to our creed, the head of the 
church receives from time to time revela-. 
tions for the.religious guidance of his peo- 
ple. In September, 1890, the present head 
of the church, in anguish and prayer, cried 
to God for help for his flack, and received 
permission to advise the members of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints 
that the law commanding polygamy was 
henceforth suspended. 

As shepherds of a patient and suffering 
people, we ask general amnesty and pledge 
our faith and honor for the future.“ : 

The amnesty proclamation was as follows: 
I. Benjamin Harrison, President ot the United 
States, by virtue of the power in me vested. do 
hereby declare and grant full amnesty and pardon.

Statehood was conferred on Utah on Jan.

* question. The Territorial law in force at the 
time was identical to the Edmunds-Tucker 
law. . It punished both polygamy and unlaw- 
| ful cohabitation. Believing that the State 
law would supersede the Territorial law the 
polygamy penalty was adopted, but the un 
lawful cohabitation part of the act was 
dropped. C. 8. Varian, formerly United 
States District Attorney, asked for the adop- 
tion of the unlawful cohabitation penalty. 
and B. H. Roberts, arguing in support of Mr. 
Varian, said: 

“I am in favor of adopting the amendrient 
offered by the applicant from Salt Lake. I 
think, sir, that it should prevail. First and 
principally that it may appear, without any 
equivocation whatever, that in absolute 
good faith the people of Utah intend to carry 
vut the condition upon which Statehood is to 
be granted to the Territory, for Congress did 
require, by its enabling act, an express 
stipulation on this subject, and I believe its 
intention was to have a declaration that 
would be effective and not merely an empty 
assertion, and I think a provision of this 
charactgr is absolutely necessary to the 
document we are drafting, in order to estab- 
lish beyond all question the fact that we 
intend to carry out to the letter. our e- 
ment as expressed in the compact with the 
United States.“ 

The amendment was not adopted and the 
unlawful cohabitation penalty does got ap- 
pear in the constitution. It was later held 
by the Supreme Court that the Territoria! 
law which did punish the offense was not 
superseded by the State law and that it is 
now in force. It will be shown that Roberts 
did not keep the pledge, but, on the con- 
trary, violated it by living in unlawful re- 
lations with three or more women who pose 
as his wives. A failure to keep the pledge 
makes his: disfranchisement continuous to 
this time. The litigation will probably go 
to the Supreme Court of this State.

Ot course if Eugland were to advise and 
urge the Canadians to enter the union this 
country would be much pleased and would 
look on the giving of such advice as a mark 
of genuine friendliness, but even then it 
would not become the ally of Great Britain 
except as a defensive measure. So the 
World is predicting the happening of some- 
thing whieh will not come to pass. 
“Probably the World is afraid that the 
joint high commission may agree on measures 
which will not suit those Canadian extrem- 
ists of whom the World is the organ.

SENATOR MORRILL’S BEST MONUMENT. 

While Senator Justin S. Morrill of Ver- 
mont had the distinction of having repre-. 
sented his State for a longer period of con- 
tinuous service than has fallen to the lot of 
any other American, and has merited all 
the enlogies that are spoken concerning 


him, it should be said that the noblest 


monument to his name, the most enduring 
memorial of his constructive statesmanship, 
was that great and far-reaching measure 
known as the Morrill land-grant act, for 
the éstablishment of “Colleges of Agri- 
culture and the Mechanic Arts” in every 
State and Territory of the union. This 
most fruitful act of July 2, 1862, is worthy 
to be ranked in wide-reaching beneficence 


| with the immortal ordinance of 1787 as a 


measure affecting the provisions, national 
and local, for popular education in America. 

It is also a fact of interést that this 
measure, which was first introduced by Mr. 
Morrill in 1857, and persistently advocated 
by him in spite of opposition from the slave- 
holding South, was finally enacted by Con- 
gress in the very midst of the war, and 
that its subsequent effect has been the same 
In every section of the union. 1 

The idea of appropriating portions of the 
public lands for educational purposes was, 
indeed, not altogether new. In 1841 a pill 
had been passed by which each State there- 
after admitted into the union was granted 


} 46,000 acres for a State university, in ad- 


dition to 500,000 acres for “ internal im- 
provements.” 

By the Morrill act of July 2, 1862, each 
State, old or new, was granted 30,000 acres 
of public domain for each Senator and Rep- 
resentative in Congress (or land scrip to the 
same amount), for the purpose of endowing 


| a College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts 


in each State. While this did not commit 
the federal government to the management, 
or the entire support, of any educational 
institution, it was a wonderfully efficacious 
expression of the national idea ag to the 
education of the people. It was a kind of 
help in the highest degree fitted to stimu- 
late self-help. It was a timely recognition 
of the importance of technical training in 
the industrial arts, if we were to keep up 
with the times, In a larger sense than 
even Von Moltke intended, we are saying, 
“ the schoolmaster has won our battles.” At 
the beginning of the century it was the new 
system of public education in Prussia which 
quickened the intelligence of the people and 
restored German patriotism and made pos- 
sible the unity and invincibility of Ger- 
many. In 1876, at the World’s Fair in 
Philadelphia, Germany found itself beaten 
by the other nations in the arts and in- 
dustries. The German commission bluntly 
eabled to Prince Bismarck: Our goods 
are cheap, but wretched.” The message 
stung the government to a sense of the 
necessity of industrial education. The 
enormous French indemnity gave the means 
to provide for a thoroughgoing national in- 
dustrial educational campaign. Today Ger- 
many is in position to “ assault every mar- 
ket on earth.” If the same can be said of 
American trade and manufacture, it is 
largely due to the influence, direct and in- 
direct, of that great and singularly saga- 
cious measure of national educational legis- 
lation with which the name of Justin 8. 
Morrill of Vermont will forever be asso-

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY IN FRANCE. 

The recent consular report explaining M, 
Dueretet's experiments at Paris with wire- 
less telegraphy shows encouraging results, 
but it remains quite apparent that French 
scientists have accomplished rather less 
than the English, while both have been sur 
passed, in theory if not in practice, by Tesla 
in the United States. The Branly tube, 
however, on which all the most successful 


European experiments have been based, is a 
French invention, and as this is clearly ex- 


plained in M. Dueretet's article a descrip- 
tion of it may be of interest to American 
readers of a scientific turn, 3 

Blectrical radiation or induction is the 


| force utilized in all schemes of telegraphing 


without wires. It was long ago noticed 
that an electrified wire or coil had a dis- 


turbing effect in every direction and at 


considerable distances. In later years these 
distances have been found to extend sev- 
eral miles, and Tesla is now claiming that 
they even extend. thousands of miles and 
may be utilized at such distances by means 


| of his oscillator, But, leaving theory and 


coming down to accomplished facts, it ap- 
pears that in 1890 a Frenchman named 
Branly discovered that iron filings in a 
glass tube were sensitive to electrical radia- 
tion, and that such a tube became a con- 
ductor while an electric wave was pass- 
ing through it, though it was a non-con- 


ductor between waves. Owing to the ex- 


treme sensitiveness of these tubes they were 
found to respond to Morse letters passing 
over wires at considerable distances away. 
This is the basis of the apparatus by which 
an English scientist has been able to tele- 
graph from Bournemouth to the Isle of 
Wight without wires, and it is an improved 
form of the Branly tube that M. Dueretet 


has used in experiments in which he has 


successfully telegraphed through the air a 
distance of two and a half miles. ao 
He has arranged a small hammer that 
strikes against the tube at each impulse of 
the induced current, thus clicking off the 


Morse alphabet, though this receiving in- 


strument is between two and three miles 
away from the transmitter. An essential 


part of the transmitting apparatus is a 


mast sixty-five feet high, which stends on 


the roof of the experimenter’s laboratory 


in Paris, and to the top of which a wire runs, 
connected below with a Ruhmkorff coil and 
an accumulating battery. The messages 
sent by this apparatus are said to be re- 
markably clear at the distance before 
Interesting as these experiments are, it is 
evident that they have not yet given any 
promise of furnishing a practical substitute 
for the ordinary telegraph. M. Ducretet 
himself admits that the only practical use 


he can see for it at present is as a means 


for signaling to veasels at sea. There is rea- 
son to believe that Tesla is already a long 
way ahead of the French and English ex- 


perimenters, for he has begun working on 


the possibilities of harmonic effects in the 
electrical waves—an idea that seems not 
to have entered the heads of the European 
scientists. Tesla, the dreamer, is rather 
more likely to produce 
the line of wireless telegraphy than his less 
visionary rivals. !

There is something interesting, and not a 
little pathetic, in the figure of Agoncillo,

At first blush it may seem to some 0 
that Agoncillo was propounding 98 
pretty hard question to answer. But upon 
further thought it is plain that he was labor- 
ing under an cntire misconception of what 
is meant by consent,“ as intended by the 
author of our Declaration of Independence. 
Its application to the American colonies, op- 
pesing taxation without representation in 
the British Parliament, has nothing in com- 
mon with our assumption of guardianship 
in the Antilles and in the Philippines.

Men never in 
spirit consent to despotism, no matter how 
they may be forced through the outward 
forms of consenting. Great Britain never 
got the consent of any of the colonies she 
established through ballot or plebiscite; but 
she has nevertheless had the full consent of 


| some of them through governing them justly. 


‘As for the Filipinos, neither General Merritt, 
the first agent of our government, ever gave 

agg oy nor has his successor, 
General Otis. Both have declared that they 
have striven to win the consent of the people 
and the acquiescence of Aguinaldo through 
just performances rather than through vain 
promises, 

And here lies the real essence of true con- 
sent. It is acquired through just govern- 
ment rather than through outward political 
machinery. If we do our duty as guardiane 


in the Antilles and the Philippines so that 


the people come to realize it, we shall ac- 
quire a consent far more valid than the 
plebiscites of Cesars and Napoleons, great 
and little, and are better fortified. In this 
fact is found alike a warning and a promise 
we must never lose sight of in our new ad- 
ministrative expansion.

Passing of the Northern Democrats. 

Not one straight Democrat from the North- 
ern States will be a member of the next Sen- 
ate whose term begins March 4. Thirty Sen- 
ators end their period of service on that day, 
and in filling the seats the Democrats of the 
North will be entirely unrepresented. It is 
an extraardinary fact in American politics. 
The Senators from Utah and Montana will 
be elected by fusion Legislatures and are as 
much Populist as Democratic. A close esti- 
mate of the next Senate is fifty-four Repub- 
licans, twenty-six Democrats, and ten Popu- 
lists and silverites, a Republican majority 
ever all of eighteen. The twenty-six Demo- 
eratic Senators are from the South, but that 
section is no longer solid, It sends ten Re- 
publicans to the next Senate. In five years 
the Republicans have gained eighteen seats 
in the Senate. They have been strengthened 
most in the branch where stability is the 
greatest, a matter of unusual political sig- 
nificance, The Democrats in the next Senate 
will number less than one-third of the whole 
bedy, while the Republicans will lack but 
six votes of two-thirds. A remarkable 
change has occurred in the Senate, but it has 
been spread over several years and its full 
importance has hardly been realized, 

There is still, in a technical sense, a Demo- 
cratic party in the North. It claime the 
name and is in possession of the machinery. 
But the Democratic party as it was has 

away. The situation in the next Sen- 

ate proves it. Gorman of Maryland is among 
the missing. Murphy of New York,‘Smith 
of New Jersey, Gray of Delaware, Mitchell 
ef Wisconsin, White of California, Turple 
of Indiana, and Faulkner of West Virginia 
are In his company.

Heretofore there have been few 
formalities required to obtain a pension, and 
the result has been a steady inerease in the 
number of pensioners, until the amount set 
aside by the States for distribution among 
them would not go around, The system 
generally adopted of distributing the money 
pro rata proved a bad one. Each pensioner 
got the same amount, an infinitesimal sum, 
those who needed the money most getting 
no more than those who had little pressing

The new corn product, upon which invest}. 
gations have been conducted at the Mary. 
land Agricultural Experiment Station to 
determine its value as a stock food, 
been given much consideration by the farm.

After the extraction of the 
pith from the stalk the balance is ground 
up into meal, which in general appearance 
resembles coarse bran. This ground ma.

protein than the whole fodder shredded 
During the last few years much has bees 


done in the way of testing methods for pre. 


paring corn fodder for feeding, with most of 
the results in favor of some methed of 
shredding the stalk. Shredding 

many points which make it superior to the 
ordinary or old way of cutting fodder, tis 
principal one of which is that the hre 
fodder is almost wholly eaten by animals. 

It is found that the new corn product con- 
tains within one pound as much total 
digestible matter as wheat bran, but less 
than one-third as much digestible protein; 
consequently the nutritive ratio fs wider, 
It was further observed that animals fed. 
with a fattening ration with the new corm 
product base made more gain, in live weight 
and upon less feed than with a fattening ra. ~ 
tion of the same grain and corn blades. The 
keeping qualities of the new corn product 
are as good as linseed meal, 
meal, or wheat bran, and rations made 
with this material can be fed with less 
and less wares of feed than when hay and 
fodder are separatel ordinarily 
practiced.—Baltimore Sun.

He adds that his partner in the enterprise 
and financial backer has promised him to 
furnish him with the means of paying his 


debts in Austria, and that he, therefore, pro- 


poses to return to Vienna in March or April 
with the object of effecting a satisfactory 
settlement with his creditors. 

It may be remembered that there were all 
sorts of stories current in the American and 
foréign press, according to which this stal- 
wart scion of one of the oldest and grandest 
houses of the Austrian aristocracy had been 
at one moment compelied to earn his living 
in New York, first as a waiter in a saloon 
and then as an elevator boy. 

The Prince indignantly denies that he had 
ever been reduced to any such extremities.
